_ PEAGE RUMORS 


The only item of interest during the 


past week by telegraph from the East, 
is the rumor of the appointment 
of a Commission on the part 
‘of the rebels, to proceed to Wash- 
ington on a peace mission. Everybody 
desires peace, but peace itself is nothing ; 
it is the terms of peace which divide the 
sentiment of the people. The people have 
endorsed the position taken by Lixco1n 
in his letter to “ All whom it may con- 
And in the present temper of 
the loyal citizens, no more favorable 
terms canbe granted; and their witi- 
matum may be briefly summed up in a 
few words : ; 

Ist, Absolute submission to Federal 
authority. 

“This is the initial point from which 
alone can peace be reached. Any other 
proposition would result in the acknowl- 
edgmert of a Government founded on 
the rebellion. When that point is grant- 
ed, it ceases to be, and cannot be treat- 
ed as a rebellion, but as an independent 
nation. No proposition, therefore, bascd 
on any other idea, can be for a moment 
entertained. A mild form of cessation 
of hostilities was tried by the people at 
the November election, and it and its 
authors have been consityned to an igno- 

minious and inglorious defeat. It did 
not reach the exalted stand of American 
National honor. It was a peace propo- 
sition in the interest of Jeff. Davis ; and 
any other, come in what shape soever it 
may, can only be classed as a Trojan 
horse, which starts on any point short 
of absolute and unconditional submis- 
sion. 

2nd, Slavery must be extinguished. 

As the cause of the war, it cannot be 
saved to breed future disturbance. It 
should be abolished as a curse to the 

| white race as well as the black,—as the 
| begetter of an aristocracy as odious as 
| it selfish and overbearing,—as the re- 
verse ef Republican ideas, as anti-demo- 
| cratic in its'character, and a wrong, po- 
litically, morally and socially. 

We do not look for peace to come 
from Richmond ; but as our armies loos- 
enthe despotism of the rebellion, we 
shall see its followers. and dupes come 
baek by local and State action. Georgia 
and North Carolina, we believe to-day, 
are ready, and only wait for the proper 
time to make their wishes known. 

It is a matter of but small moment 
through what channel the goalis reach- 
ed. Peace must come eventually in some 
ishape, and we ean only see two solu- 
tions to the problem,—our Government 
must conquer, or else the rebels will 
pucceed. The one brings us domestic 
peace forever, the other a century of 
border warfare, which must necessarily 
result in one or the other becoming the 
dominant power. 

As to the present rumor; however, of 
the appointment of a Peace Commission 
from the rebel authorities, we do not be- 
lieve it. It is sensational ; but if it 
should turn out true, our authorities 
will not receive them as a Commission, 
but as individuals who are to be watclhi- 
ed as tricky, dnd who, under the garb 
of the Quaker, wear the stiletto. 

Nothing will come of. it, unless it 
should be an entering wedge to deprive 
Davis of his usurped power and authori- | 
ty. The time for peace has not yet come. 
Peace must be conquered, and we be- 
lieve that that phase of the drama is 
about to be lifted.
